CHICAGO, Ill, May 21.—That Theodore 
Roosevelt, as would-be dictator to the Re- 
publican party, is imperiling the success 
of Theodore Roosevelt as candidate for 
President’ at_the polls next November is 
the fear of ‘Republicans in Lllinois and 
Wisconsin, and the fear finds an echo in 
the hearts of their brethren in Iowa. 

These three states, with a total vote of 
68 in the electoral college, up to a few days 
ago, have been counted as safely in the 
Republican column. Developments in each 
state this week have revolutionized the 
political outlook, and leading Democrats 
here now say that if the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention nominates a conserva- 
tive, such as Judge Parker or Grover 
Cleveland, for President, they will have 
more than a fighting chance in Illinois and 
Wisconsin, with a strong possibility that 
lowa may join in the expected landslide. 

The developments which have thus rai 
the hopes of the Democrats came in the 
three state conventions this week. They 
are. brief: 

In Illinois the attempts of Speaker Can- 
non, chairman of the convention, and 
Senators Cullom and Hopkins to dictate 
who shall be the nominee for governor, 
their efforts resulting in the most remark- 
able deadiock in the history of the state.

LONDON, May 21.—‘“It has come to be 

a case of dreary megolomamia,” was the 
disappointed comment of one of Joseph 
Chamberlain's warmest supporters in fhe 
lobby of the House of Commons after hear- 
ing the ex-secretary’s speech® Wednesday 
night. 

The vigor, incisiveness, lightning-like rap- 
idity of retort, lucidity of expression and 
skillful presentation of a bad case, the 
cifts which made him the most potent of 
living parliamentary figures, had vanished. 
There remained, instead, a certain clever- 
ness, such as an accomplished artist still 
retains in kis decay, a marked physical fee- 
bleness of utterance and absence of grip, 
4 note of weariness almost pathetic and a 
subconscious acknowledgment of defeat 
which took all the heart out of his sup- 
porters. They had come to cheer, but they 
remained to reflect. 

Most of all, the keen, hard-cut face, with 
its suggestion of steely determination, was 
overspread all the time by a sel f-compla- 
cent smile, while, instead of the direct ap- 
peal from one man af common sense to an- 
other, always one of the most effective 
weapons in his debating armory, there was

Copyright (1904) by the Press Publishing Co, 
LONDON, May 21.—That adversity is

One is that his majesty has removed the 
ban of exile he placed 13 years ago on his 
uncle, Grand Duke Michael Michaelovitch, 
for his morgantic marriage of Countess 
von Merenburg, who was considered ‘the 
most beautiful woman in Europe. 

King Edward and Emperor William, in 
recent years, have vainly pleaded with the 
Czar for Grand Duke Michael’s pardon. 

The other announcement is that the Czar 
has given approval to the marriage of 
Grand Duke Cyril to a young woman who 
is the first counsin of them both.

Prof. Kunz, Who Will Conduct Dem- 
onstration, Ridicules Theory 
of Prof. Rutherford. 


‘There is so little radium in the world 
that if it was all crystalized together it 
would have no more effect in heating or 
lighting the. earth than would one in- 
candescent electric light upon the 1200 acres 
of ground comprising this World s Fair. 

Thus spoke Prof. George F. Kunz of 
the United States geological survey, the 
government expert on radium in charge of 
the radium exhibits in the Government 
building and in the Palace of Mines and 
Metallurgy, when his attention was called 
to a cablegram from London which stated 
that Prof. Ernest Rutherford of Cambridge, 
England, had suggested that radium caused 
the earth’s heat. . 

The suggestion was made in a lecture 
before the Royal Institute, and the ne 
theory was considered decidedly startling: 
The professor said that he was acquaintec 
with Prof. Rutherford, and that while he 
considered his theory nonsense, was wiil- 
ing to give him the benefit of the doubt 
and think that he had been wrongly quoted. 

Investigators of radium will find much 
to interest them in both buildings. The ex- 
periments will be made in the govern- 
ment building and beginning next Tues- 
day, Prof. Kunz will deliver two lectures 
dally there. The exhibits in the Mines 
building show the mineral in its various 
stages. Radium is found im small quaon- 
tities all over the United States, chiefly 
in Colorado, Utah and Texas.

iL PASO, May 21.—The projected railroad 
of Frank Murphy of Arizona, from Doug- 


las, Ariz., to the great timber tracts of the 
iSerra Madre, in the western part of Chi- 


*huahua .is a matter of great interest to the 


development of this state. The exact 
status of the enterprise is hard to find out, 
but from all the news that can be gathered 
there is no doubt but that Mr. Murphy and 
his associates are still working on the 


scheme. 

The Murphy syndicate owns about a half 
million acres of timber lands and have a 
man named Garreston looking after it.

Two Thousand Negroes Employed in 
Two Louisiana Villages to Load 
the Crop on Boats. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ' 
NEW ORLEANS, May 21.—J. P. Adams, 
perintendent of field operations for Wis- 
er & Dresser, the real estate firm of this 
city who are now engaged in reciaiming 
a large area of land on Bayou Lafourche, 
is spending a few days in the city at the 
St. Charles Hotel, Mr. Adams believes 
that the development of that section has 
barely begun, and that the future will wit- 
ness an even greater influx of truck grow- 
ers in the Lafourche country, who will 
transform it into one vast onion field. 
“Between the Southern Pacific crossing 
and Golden Meadow, along the west bank 
of Bayou Lafourche, the evidences of tae 
growth of the truck-growing industry 


would ‘surprise the visitor,’ said Mr. Ad- 
ams. ‘“‘Between these points the onion and 
Irish potato crops have been enormous. 
The handling of the onions this season has 
iven employment to a small army of la- 
orers, and it has required a considerable 
fleet of steamboats and barges to move the 
product, and those engaged in the trade 
were “epee able to move the crops fast 
enoug 

About 2000 negroes are employed at the 
two places named in bringing the crop to 
the landing and loading the boats and 
barges. It ig not uncommon to see from 
six to eight boats tied up at either place 
taking on cargoes of onions. 

These are the first crops moved, and as 
soon as‘they are clear away the truck 
farmers in that section have their ae. of 
corn and sweet potatoes coming on hey 
find the growing of crops in rotation one a 
the great advantages offered by that soil, 
and they follow that method assiduously 
with most profitable results.

WAR ON YELLOW FEVER 


Mexican Board eof Health Is Un- 
usually Active to Prevent 
Outbreak. 


CITY OF MEXICO, May 21.—The S8Su- 
perior Board of Health will enter at once 
on an active campaign to prevent another 
outbreak of yellow fever on the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, where a large number of 
Americans are engaged in managing plan- 
tations. The cost of this work will be 
about $100,000, which has been appropri- 
ated by the federal government. 

One new case of yellow fever is reported 
at Vera Cruz. The local sanitary authori- 
ties are disinfecting houses and water res- 


ervoirs, and making daily house to house 
visits. Yellow fever has reappeared at Me- 
rida. where there are now eight patients at 
the hospital. But a short time ago the cit- 
izens celebrated what was believed to be 
the end of the fever in that city. Ener- 
getic sanitary work continues. 

A large number of Chinese laborers are 
due to reach Yucatan in a few days. Chi- 
nese laborers will have their interests 
looked after by the members of the Chinese 
legation here.

To enter into a detail of the work is al- 
most an endless task. he importance of 
it ig equa) to any undertaking by the fed- 
eral government, and the non-citizena_ will 
be the beneficiaries. Prosperity was con- 
sidered out of the question until the gov- 
ernment and the Indians agreed upon a 
plan to readjust tters in the interest of 
everybody. e Indians will receive their 
share of the funds out of the sale of the 
townsites. Non-citizens are receiving pat- 
ents to property which has steadily in- 
creased in value since the deeds were is- 
sued. 

Capital of late has flowed into the towns, 
especially since the question of the tities 
has ceased to be noticeable. Capitalists 
evidently regard Indian Territory as a 
good fleld for investment. The rate of in- 
terest has been so remarkably low in some 
of the middle states, sald a prospector, 
that moneyed men have been driven to de- 
veloping new countries, or rather have 
sought new fields, where they display an 
eagerness to make investments or furnish 
capital to further the project of some am* 
bitious settler. Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory have been good fields for financial 
men of the East. In time, when the towns 
have prospered, it will be found that the 
corporate interests invested judicially, 
and that wisdom wae not lacking in ap- 
plying loans in a new country struggling 
to lay a foundation for a strong common- 
wealth. 

Commercially speaking, the towns have 
grown, and many have reached that stage

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joyed and where civic improvements can be 
made without having to overcome obstacles 
because of the absence of legal hts. 
Commissioner Hefley, chairman of the 
Chickasaw commission, who has watched 
the progress of the Inhabitants, said that 
the towns have developed a eat deal 
faster than the country. He attributes this 
to the fact that congress has made ample 
rovision for winding up townsite affairs. 
he law of 1900, he sald, was ratified by the 
members of the Chickasaw and .Choctaw 
tribes. This law, bitterly opposed at first 
by the indians, gave the secretary of the 
Interior power to survey and plat towns 
under his direction. As a result it has 
greatly expedited townsite work that oth- 
erwise would have taken a single commis- 
sion years of hard labor to complete.

| Although they are seldom advertised, there 
are in some of the denominations bureaus 
created especially to find new charges for 
ministers and to find 
charges. 

Among the Methodists the bishops ap- 
point the clergy to their churches and ap- 
plication upon the part of either churches 
or ministers are made directly to the 
bishop. The greater part of the appoint- 
ments of the Methodist clergy are arranged 
at the annual conferences.

PROGRESS SEIZE 
THE LONDON TIMES 


The Synonym for British Conserva- 
tism Capitulates at Last to 
American Ideas. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyrigit, 1004, by Press Publishing Co.) 
LONDON, May 21.—The London Times, 
that most characteristic and case-hardened 
of British institutions, is the latest cap- 

tive of “‘the American invasion.” 

Since the Daily Mail, modeled frankly on 
American notions, was started in 1896, its 
slow-going rivals have unwillingly and, 
for the most part, bitterly learned the les- 
son that their choice was between revolu- 
tion or extinction. 

When Alfred Harmsworth produced the 
Daily Mall, the’London press, though ex- 
cellent in some respects, was, as far as gen- 
eral news-gathering is concerned, in the 
ice’ age of journalistic evolution. If the 
sneers of superior but purblind pressmen, 
bred in a prehistoric school, could have 
killed Mr. Harmsworth’s British adaptation 
of the American newspaper, it would have 
been buried within a week of its birth. But 
painful experience compelled the Daily Tel- 
egraph, the Morning Post, the Daily Chron- 
icle and the Daily News to accept the in- 
evitable and to realize that the people 
wanted news different and more varied in 
character from what the London papers 
ha@ hitherto vouchsafed them. 

The Times. has now confessed itself 
beaten by the inflow of new ideag, although 
its surrender is tentative and hesitating. 
its first step is to reduce its price to reg- 
ular subscribers from 6 cents to about 4 
cents, whild the ordinary purchaser will 
continue to pay the present figure.

Up to then the Times had never deigned 
to issue a poster. It might have the big- 
gest “scoop” in Christendom, but it care- 
fully concealed it from all except its sixty 
or seventy thousand purchasers, a scheme 
under which all the advantage was re- 
served for the London evening papers. It 
had never canvassed for an advertisement. 
To get one inserted was about as difficult 
and as humiliati as to pass one’s lug- 
gage through the New York customs house. 


Moberly Bell’s Task 
After Piggott Forgery. 


Moberiy Bell found an ample staff regu- 
larly drawing large salaries, and many of 
them left without assignments for months 
together, while outside contributors were 


employed on an extensive scale. 

A man of iron determination and without 
much reverence for office traditions merely 
pecause they were antediluvian he set 
about making reforms, and undoubtedly he 
pulled the paper successfully through a 
very critical period. Among other strokes, 
he wot a quarter of a million dollars from 
an American syndicate for the use of the 
Times’ name as an advertisement of an is- 
sue of the Encyclopedia Brit ca. 

If the Times only utilized its unique op- 
portunities for getting news at home, no 
paper here could compete with it for 
a moment. But it is oontrary to its 
custom to make an- inquiry. Its best 
information reached ‘it without solci- 
tation, frequently by accident, and as often 
as not owing to its archaic su titution 
about the virtue of reticence for its own 
sake, is not published. It is the commonest 
experience of the editor of the Times to 
find some other paper making a big sensa- 
tion with news he had in his possession 
days or weeks before. 

In 1892 he had information of the Franco- 
alliance, but only announced it 
simfiltaneousiy with the other papers in 
i997. The Times has reduced its price be- 
fore now and has raised it again. In 1796 
it was four pence half penny, in 1799 6d, in 
1809 64 & nny, in 1815 7d,.in 1836 &1, in 
1855 4d and in 15361 3d.

of the Crops.

The wheat bull appears to have things 
come his way when he needs them most, 
and the wheat bear ts still playing a losing 
game. When weather and crop conditions 
do not favor the buying side there is al- 
ways the cash situation to fall back on. 
That is with us right along and never is 
it so impressively strong as when a lot, of 
bears are getting away from its menacing 
conditions. We had a sample of this the 
past week, when a market that was evinc- 
ing a decided inclination towards a down- 
slide because of more favorable weather 
than had been enjoyed for some time, was 
inflated by a wild rush to buy on the part 
of shorts who became alarmed at the pos- 
sibility of supplies in this country being 
cleaned out before the new crop was ready

Everything goes to show that supplies of 
wheat in this country are down to a dan- 
gerously low limit. The highest prices on 
the crop fail to attract increaseq receipts 
to the markets. Supplies at the markets 
are running down in increasing volume, 
though the flour trade continues poor and 
limited to domestic requirements, and 
practically no export demand for either 
wheat or flour. Prices at the accumulative 
and distributive centers have been forced 
to an extreme by the demands of millers 
who cannot obtain supplies in their own 
territory. These prices have cut down do- 
mestic demands to merest requirements 
and ‘killed export business, but as long as 
bread is eaten there will always be a mill- 
ing demand if the consumers do not alto- 
gether ‘“‘pay the freight,’'’ as the miilers 
say they do not. Such a situation as now 
exists can only be relieved by a heavy 
movement of the new crop. If no wet har- 
vest intervenes present prices may bring 
this heavy movement, but not until stocks 
begin to accumulate rapidly will the mar- 
kets begin to display weakness.

We might as well lose sight of the lack- 
ing foreign demands until that time, and 
if anything should occur to drive Europe 
to this country for supplies at prices above 
the %-cent limit, make up our minds that 
much higher prices will be seen eventually. 
Importing Europe's crops-are fine in prom- 
ise so far outside England, where the yield 
is only about equal to.Kansas in a short 
year, and their supplies afloat and ashore 
are away above the average. Russia and 
Roumania, the two large exporters of Eu- 
rope, are threatened with deficient yields, 
southern countries have begun to shut 
down in their shipments and the amount 
on ocean to decregse.

Since the plant that escaped the turn- 
ing under of the plow started its spring 
growth it appears to have improved stead- 
ilv. Most recent reports from the winter 
wheat crop show a fine healthy growth. It 
has not degenerated as did the soft winter 
plant of last vear, but on the contrary has 
advanced in appe@Aarance and actual condi- 
tion. The present outlook is that the con- 
dition at harvest will be not far below the 
82.2 average of July 1, 1908. The greater 
loss in acreage of the 19% crop will give a 
smaller yield than last year, however:

BANQUETED TYPHOID 
CONVALESCERTS 


Iowa Physician Had Long and Hard 
Study Over Menu—Fifty 
Guests Present. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WATERLOO, Io., May 19.—Last night 
for the first time in the history of Water- 
loo, and possibly the state, typhoid fever 
convalescents sat down to a banquet table 
and exchanged merry jests over the diffi- 
culties: encountered when delicacies were 
prohibited. 

Dr. O. J. Fullerton, one of the prominent 
members of the medical fraternity of Wa- 
terloo, devised this scheme of entertaining 
his patients and the nurses’ who are en- 
gaged under his direction. The affair was 
most novel, and rivaled the famous Dry 
Run sewer spread in October, 1903. The 
banquet was held in the Douglass cafe and 
pavilion on upper West Fourth street, and 
the doors of the place were thrown open 
from 6 until 12 oclock, when the doctor 
extended a hearty welcome to meet all 
friends as well as his patients. 

There were nearly 50 patients in attend- 
ance at the banquet and invitations were 
issued to 18 nurses. 

The greatest difficulty which has been 
encountered by Dr. Fullerton in prepar- 
ing a banquet of this character is the se- 
lection of the proper food for the vari- 
ous courses. Many of the patients who have 
sufficfently recovered from their illness to 
attend the banquet are still under the doc- 
tor’s care to some extent, and subsisting 
on a very limited number of foods, special- 
ly prepared. The doctor has pondered for 
several days over this phase of his enter- 
tainment, but every obstacle was over- 
come and the patients fully enjoyed them- 
selves without fear of becoming ill from 
the effects. The — was an elaborate 
affair, and suitable to the varying de- 
mands of those to be entertained, The 
banquet opened at 6 o'clock and at 7:30 the 
doors of the cafe and _ pavilion were 
thrown open to the friends of the patients 
and those of Dr. Fullerton. 

At tHe conclusion of the spread dancing 
and various sorts of games were indulged 
in and as the capacity of the recently 
erected pavilion is practically unlimited 
for ‘an affair of this character the large 
attendance was nicely accommodated.

“Golgotha,” a Great Painter's Concep- 
tion of the Crucifixion, May 
Be Shown Here. 


Coincident with the coming of the \ at- 
ican exhibits to New York, there arrived, 
also destined for the World's Fair, an ex- 
hibit which. while not officially sent by the 
Holy See, bears the strong indorsement of 
the Pope. This is the gigantic painting of 
“Goigotha,” by Jan Styka, regarded by 
many as the foremost painter in europe. 

The picture is so large that no place 
could have been found for it in the Fine 
Arts building, measuring 148 feet in length 
and 30 feet in height. It derives its im- 
portance, however, from the manner of its 
execution. being regarded as a work of art 
of the highest order and the greatest re- 
ligious picture painted since Munkascy pro- 
duced “Christ Before Piiate.

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REDUCTION 
AN ACCOUNTS 


Slashing Cut Prevents a Decrease in 
Surplus Reserves Despite Heavy 
Loss of Cash. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—The Evening Post, 
in’ its Wall street review today, Says: 

“It is the slashing reduction in the loan 
account which attracted attention to the 
bank return today and which prevented the 
decrease in surplus reserves which other- 
wise would have followed the heavy loss 
in cash reserves. This loan reduction is 
reported as $22,300,000, and naturally excited 
much curious comment. It may have been 
connected with the marketing of the New 
York City bonds in connection with whose 
original sale, three weeks ago, bank loans 
ran up $21,000,000 in a week. It is not at 
all clear, however, how such wholesale 
liuidation as this week's could actually 
have occurred except through the raising 
of an equivalent fund from other lenders. 
No doubt, if the trust companies published 
a weekly statement—as public opinion some 
day will require them to do—we should 
know more of the actual destination of the 
present week’s vanished credits. 

“In spite of a decrease of $7,000,000 in 
cash reserves, or more than the facts 
of the week would warrant, the large 
reduction in liabilities leaves the sur- 
plus substantially unchanged. It will 
noticed, from the figures, that gov- 
deposits show a decrease of 
$6,000,000 from last Saturday, and of 
$30,000,000 since April 30. This is, of 
course, the measure of the Panama pay- 
ment up to date. 

“The stock market was strong from 
the start, and after the bank return 
was published it became fairly active. 
There was no other news to influence 
the course of priees, London being 
closed, so that even the confused ad- 
Vices from Manchuria could not well 
find reflection.

ROME, May 21.—The situation regarding 

the relations of the Vatican. and France is 
now considered hopeless. The Pope is fully 
convinced that the recall of the French 
ambassador, M. Nisard. and the separation 
of church and state in France is only a 


question of time. 
The policy of the new cardinal-secretary 


of state had been so freely criticised that 
the Pope arranged a conference between 
Cardinal Merry Del Va! and Cardinal Ram- 
pollo, whom he succeeded. On the very day 
President Loubet was paying his visit to 
the King of Italy the two cardinals met in 
the Pope's study, where they were closeted 
for several hours, afterward adjourning to 
the garden, where, according to eye-wit- 
nesses, they continued the discussion for a 


long time.

‘atican has not prevented the French gov- 
ernment from adopting measures extreme- 
ly objectionable to the church and that the 
abolition of the concordat might, perhaps, 
prove not an unmitigated evil to the church 
in France, after all.

One 
provision of these treaties was that the 
former slaves of the Indians should share

equally with their former masters in the 
tribal lands and annuities. This was bit- 
terly opposed by the majority of the In- 
dians, but they were forced to accept it by 
a few leaders who signed the treaty with 
the treaty commission. 


In this treaty the negro interpreters 
played an important part and but for 
them it Is probable that the treaty would 
never have been made. They represented 
to. the commissioners that the Indians 
were willing to agree to matters pertain- 
ing to the negroes, always to the benefit 
of the latter, and on the other hand rep- 
resented to the Indians that certain pro- 
visions were not so rigid as they after- 
wards proved to be. Thus the treaty was 
signed. 

his treaty gave 160 acres to each freed- 
man, apd there were 5000 of these, mak- 
ing a total of 800,000 acre of land, worth 
$12,000,000. This land was takén from the 
Indians. They opposed it then and cp- 
pose it now. In politics they will oppose 
the negro, and the party that receiveg the 
ner vote will lose that of the Indiah. 

he fact that the freeman secured the 
best land is still an irritating subject to 
the Indian. In the ante-bellum days 
great plantations were scattered all over 
the Creek country. They were owned by 
educated halfbreeds, who were wealthy 
and owned many slaves. They went witn 
the Confederacy and in the four years of 
war their plantations were ruined and 
their houses burned 

This would not have deterred the auto- 
cratic landiords; but when they found their 
former siaves settied on the old planta- 
tions, claiming ownership and demanding 
equal rights and recognition, it was 
much. They refused to acknowledge equal- 
ity and in nearly every instance left their 
old plantations and went into new country 
and began over again. 


The negroes remained, and as their homes | 


were on these rich and cultivated lands 
they received allotments there. he Stid- 
hams. Mclintoshes, Marshalls, Barnwells, 
Grysons, Porters and hundreds of other 
Lndian families lost fine land holdings in 
that way. 

The former slaves of the Cherokees re. 
ceived rights in the same way and this, 
too. in spite of the fact that at the begin- 
ning of the war they were freed by their 
masters.

committee. 

The amendment was offered when the re- 
port of the committee on amendments to 
the by-laws of the federation was being 


read, at the business session of the federa- 
tion yesterday morning. The recording sec- 
retary read this amendment proposed by 


the committee: 
“Every organization desiring to join the 


general federation shall make application 
through its president to the president of the 
seneral federation. The application must 
show that no secretarian or political test is 
required for membership; that the organi- 
zation .will have been in existence at least 
one year at the time of the biennial ses- 
sion; that it is not @ secret society, and 
that it agrees to the constitution and by- 
laws of the general federation.” 

I had been agreed by Mrs. Shoof and Mrs. 
Boyd that Mrs. Boyd's amendment was to 
be offered, but. Mrs. Shoof, in her fear that 
the opportunity for amending would pass, 
fancied that Mrs. Boyd wus slow in rising.

TO STOP BRIDGE BLOCKADES 


Terminal Association Posts Rules 
Against Overloaded Teams on 
the Eads Structure. 


The Terminal Railroad ..ssociation Satur- 
day issued instructions to its employes on 
Eads bridge to stop the blockading of the 
bridge, which caused much inconvenience 
all during the winter and is still a frequent 
occurrence. 

Hereafter, the association has served no- 


tice, no vehicle will be allowed upon the 
bridge which cannot be moved freely by 
the number of horses In use. Any vehicle 
which becomes stalled by reason of over- 
loading will be turned back to the point 
where it entered the bridge. No loads will 
be allowed upon the upper roadway, which 
exceed 30 feet in length. 

These orders are considered necessary for 
the reason that many teamsters load the 
wagons so heawly that the number of 
horses in use cannot pull up the steep in- 
clines.

WILL DRILL WHERE 
BATTLE WAS FOUGHT 


Maneuvers at Manasses of United 
States and Alabama Troops 
This Fall. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.. May 21.—Nearly 
10 Alabama troops have been invited to 
participate in the joint maneuvers with the 
regular army at Manassas, Va., from Sep- 
tember 5 to 20, the battlefield made famous 
by the two battles of Bull Run. 

Twenty-two thousands troops will partic- 
ipate in these maneuvers. Of this number 
about 18,000 will be of the regular army 
and the balance state troops in the division 


of the Atlantic 
Manassas is on the line of the Southern 
Railway and the offcials of the road are 
preparing to handle the troops and the 
thousands of visitors with comfort and dis- 


paich. 

In connection with the coming maneuvers 
the New York Herald has collected some 
highly interesting facts. 

Major-General Henry C, Corbin: will fight 
the third battle of Bull Run, says The 
Herald. and the general staff of the army 
is now engaged upon improving the strategy 
of Gen. Stonewall Jackson in what is re- 


garded by military strategists as ‘the most 
masterly campaign of the civil war. 

From Portland, Me., which never came 
nearer to war @han seeing in the offing 
Spanish fleets which never existed, the 
army maneuvers will be transferred this 
year to Manassas, Va., which still bears 
the marks of the heavy blows dealt by blue 
and gray 42 years ago. 

For the first time an opportunity will be 
afforded for effective comparisons between 
ihe old army which fought and the new 
army which is being trained to fight. Can 
the médern armament and the methods of 
transportation which have developed 40 
years from the day when Pope and Lee 
raced from their respective bases to the 
battle ground change the result of their 
maneuvers? Twenty-two thousand modern 
soldiers will be used to test the prowess of 
the ancient armies of the rebellion and 
prove what would have happened had the 
commanders whose names made history 
possessed Krag-Jorgensen rifies, Dougherty 
wagons and the new army field gun.

Provisions in Father’s Will, Like Jay 
Gould’s, Required Family Con- 
sent to Her Marriage.

LONDON, May 21.—A .counterpart of the 

provision in Jay Gould's will, under which 
his daughters would forfeit their in- 
héeritance if they married without the con- 
sént of their brothers, has given fise to a 
remarkable suit decided in the chancery 
court here. 

Henry Whiting left $10,000 to his daugh- 
ter, Juliette Whiting, subject to forfeiture 
if dhe married without the consent of her 
mother and three brothers. 

Two of the brothers died. 

In 1902, Juliette asked and obtained con- 
sent of her mother to marry Gen. Sir Al- 
fred Turner, but the surviving brother, 
Henry Paul Whiting, refused his consent.

NEW YORK, May 21.—The strike of the 
handlers assumed greater propor- 
tions today. More thdn $500,000 worth of 
merchandise cannot. be moved, while 2000 
men have been thrown into idleness.

Five thousand more 
men will quit work on Monday. 

The strike was originally on the Fall 
River line, but it was soon extended to 
the New Haven, Norwich and Stonington;

It was augmented by another attack of 
the unions which completely paralyzed 
the company. One thousand men were 
ordered to quit work in the freight de- 
partment of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad on the east side 
docks. 

The Fall River piers looked like big 
storage warehouses today Not only the 
streets, but also the piers are go filled 
with freight that the company, after a 
conference with the officials of the'marine 
district, decide@ to abandon for the pres- 
ent the receiving and discharging of 
freight from all the steamboat piers, with 
the exception of the boats running to New 
London. ‘The order practically puts out 
of business, so far as handling freight is 
concerned, the New Haven line, the Ston- 
ington line. the Providence line and the 
Fall River line.

“WAR EVEN UPAOW,” 
SAYS “BOB” EVAN 


Declares China May Enter the Con- 
flict and Precipitate a Great 
European War. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—Admiral Evans, 
“Fighting Bob,"’ returned to - United 
States today on the battleship Kentucky, 
after being over four years at sea. 

Admiral Evans said he hoped to be ap- 
pointed head of the lighthouse board and 
would gladly accept the position, as he 
has had enough of sea life. 

“Glad to see you, boys,” said Admiral 
Evans. “This is a glorious day, when a 
man looks upon the shores of God's coun- 
try once more.”’ 

“How about you delivering orders to the 
Chinese to behave themselves?’ was asked. 

“OO, that was to protect the American 
missionaries and trade in China," replied 
the admiral. ‘I don’t see why the news- 
papers should revive that now, for it hap- 
pened a year ago.”’ 

Speaking of the war in the East, he said: 

‘Things seem to be about even between 
Russia and Japan at present. In 
strength they were even at the start. Don't 
worry about Russia having two more bat- 
tleships knocked out than the Japanese. 
I am willing to guarantee that the bat- 
tleships you have in mind are not out of 
commission. It may be that the Retvizan 
went on.the rocks as well as the Czare- 
vitch, but if she did she dented only a few 
plates. They will come’ out when they 
are needed. : 

“But now that the fleets are even up. I 
expect to see Japan, go on winning. The 
Japanese will be ma&sters of all Manchuria, 
as they are nearer their base than the 
Iiussians and are more active. 

As to the danger of China's taking a 
hand in the war, the admiral said: 

“There is a terrible feeling of unrest 
among the Chinese. It would take but 
little to arouse the Chinese and precipi- 
tate them into the conflict. In that event 
Russia would send an army down into 
Pekin. That would mean the beginning of 
u great European war.’’

IMMY BRITT, the popular little fight- 
J er, who a short time ago secured the 

decision over William Rockwell, better 
known as ““Yourrg Corbett,” is now paying 
|his first visit to New York. Britt, like so 
| many of the later-day fighters, is a well 
| sensible and unassuming young 
| fellow, looking anything but a scrapper. 
Hie is quite tall and inelined to be thin, 
and is built on a different plan than his 
two most feared rivals, Terry McGovern 
and Young Corbett. The latter are short 
and solidiy built. , 

Brit is 4 years old, and was born in San 
Francisco. He is 5 feet 6 inches in height. 
Corbett and McGovern gtand at 6 feet 4. 

The most remarkable point in Jimmy 
Britt’s career is the fact that he has par- 
ticipated in but nine professional contests, 
extending over a period of but two years’ 
duration. Without the afr of one who brags 
about his accomplishments, Britt declares 
that from the day he started in the pro- 
fessional ring he always had the idea that 
eventually he would land on top of his 
class. . 
‘ He won the amateur champtonship of the 
Pacific coast a lttle over two years ago 
and being persuaded that he could make a 
success in the professional ring, from a 
money-making standpoint, made up his 
mind to take a try at it. 

His first fight was against Tody Irwin at 
Oakland, at a weight of 130 pounds. He 
won this bout handily in 15 rounds, receiv- 
ing $100, which Is probably a record purse

WERE LAVISH ENTERTAINERS 


When About All the Money in the 
County Had Been Deposited, 
Crash Came.

INDIANAPOLIS, May 21—Aninvestigation 
into the affairs of A. McCoy & Co., the 
Rensselaer banking firm that went under 
a few days ago, with liabilities close upon 
a half million and assets, even on their own 
showing, not to exceed $300,000, shows some 
very peculiar conditions. Among these not 
the least peculiar is the social aide of the 
banking business as carried on by them. 
The churches and benevolept organiza- 
tions, the widows, the school teachers and 
school officers, and the guardians, trus- 
tees, farmers and county officers are all 
trying to figure out just what the several 
entertainments that the MoCoys gave from 
time to time have cost them, and, though 
they have not figured it out to a cent, they 
are certain they came very high. They all 
say, too, that it was this social side of the 
banking business that so completely blind- 
ed them to the true condition of the ineti- 
tution, for they heard rumors after rumors, 
but refused to be warned till it was too late 
to rescue their cash from the wreck, 

The bank made a specialty of cultivating 
the widows. It was not a question as to 
what the widow possessed, but the fact 
that she was a widow that appealed with 
such force to the bankers, for every 
Thanksgiving and Christmas a wagonload 
of turkeys was sent out from ome of the 
stores, made a visit to every house occupied 
by a widow and left at each a large, fat, 
nicely dressed fowl. 

Everybody praised the bankers for this 
thoughtfulness of the widow, the more be- 
cause no one who had been bereft by the 
death of a natural protector was omitted 
from the charity. 

When the crash came 17 of these same 
widows had deposits in the bank ranging 
from $10 to $6000. Mrs. Dr. Alter was the 
heaviest depositor and lost perhaps the 
larger part of the latter sum; Mrs. Mich- 
aels had $2700 in the nk, Mrs. Bingham 
had $1500 and Mrs. Maggie Welsh had $500, 
The total amount whi¢h the widows of 


Rensselaer had in the bank when it closed 
its doors was $13,800. 


Banquet to Teachers 
Won Their Deposit. 


One of the most elaborate entertainments 
ever given in Rensselaer was to the school 
officers and school teachers, and the Mt- 
Coys were the hosts of the occasion. Such 
a thing had never been witnessed in the 
city before, and it was agreed by all who 
attended that the entertainment was a 
rare mark of the interest that the bank- 
ers had in the public schools and those 


who wore out their lives trying to impart 
knowledge. The entertainment was fol- 
lowed by a gradual withdrawal of deposits 


by teachers from the other banks and a 
concentration of these deposits in the Mc- 
Coy institution. . 

The school officers recognized the public 
spirit of the bankers by putting a part of 
their cash in the bank, and when sit closed 
the teachers and officers found themselves 
out $10,750. St. Joseph's College lost about

Murder at the Hands of 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

HE publication in your esteemed pa- 

per of Mr. Pearson’s version of Dr. 

Labaree’s murder by Persian sub- 

jects prompts me to write a few illuminat- 

ing details of that sade event which may 
prove interesting to your readers. 

I have recently received a letter from my 

father, who is a native Persian, residing 
not far from Khoi. He writes me the full 
story of the horrible tragedy enacted by 
the unspeakable Kurds, enjoying all the 
rights of citizenship and living in the very 
heart of northern Persia, not far from 
Tabriz, the seat of the Shah's future suc- 
essor. 
Mr. Labaree and his father, Dr. Labaree, 
had been miasionaries the greater part of 
their lives in Oroomiah, Persia, which is 70 
miles from Khoi. The latter is a city of 
50,000 inhabitants. 

Dr. Labaree was escorting a missionary 
lady to Kho!, and on his way back to Oroo- 
miah with a servant, a young Nestorian, 
he was atacked by four Kurdish cavalry- 
men. They first shot his servant dead, and 
then conducted Mr. Labaree into a lonely 
valley, off the public road. There they 
made him dismount, stripped him naked 
and then literally hacked him to death with 
their scimiters, inflicting no less than 13 
wounds. When the body was brought to 
Khoi it presented a sight too horrible for 
words to describe. On his chest were 
three gaping wounds. The stomach was 
almost cut away, disclosing his entrails. 
There were three wounds on his head, and 
his neck and mouth were torn to pieces. 
His right arm was hanging only by a 
strip of skin, and his left hand and the 
fingers of the right hand had been cut off 
and carried away to be shown as trophies 
to the Kurdish chief, a descendant of Mo- 
hammed. It was in this condition that the 
body was taken to my father’s house, and 
then sent to Oroomiah. Before arriving 
there the remains were met by the Chris- 
tians of all creeds and carried with great 
pomp into the town. 

The body of this great martyr is now rest-

Ing in Seer, the cemetery of the American 
Presbyterian missions, surrounded by the 
magmificent scenery of rugged mountains, 
cultivated foot hills that emerge into the 
flowery plains famous for the rose of Persia. 

It is the very spot supposed by biblical 
scholars to have been the Garden of Eden. 

I was intimately acquainted with Dr. 
Larabee when I was a student at the Amer- 
fcan Presbyterian College at Oroomiah. 

He was a Christian gentleman, a man of 
the highest character, mentally, physically 
attractive in a remarkable degree to all 
who knew him well. 


and to the cause of civilization in Persia. 
He leaves a widow and children to mourn 
him, 

I wish to ada from my own personal 
knowledge that: Minister Pearson has been 
misinformed touching the independency of 
these Keardish tribes. They are not inde- 
pendent, but on the contrary are controlled 
by the government. The Shah himself is 
really in the power of the high priest who 
represents Mohammaden church, which for 
ages has warred against Christians, 

The persecution and outrages inflicted 
upon the latter are not merely occasional 
incidents, but have been almost daily oc- 
currences for centuries. 


It seems strange that so powerful a na- 
tion as the United States does not protect 
her own citizen dwelling in foreign lands. 
I venture to say that if Dr. Larabee had 
been an Englishman or a subject of any 
European power every possible effort would 
have been made to exact ample reparation 
for his murder.

Reformed Pa aga Is Considering 
Union With the Northern 
Church. 


BASIS OF UNION’ FIXED 


Movement to Amalgamate All the | 


Bodies. Bearing the Name 
in One Body. 


As the result of several meetings held by 
prominent clergymen and laymen of the 
Presbyterian Church of the United States 
and of the Reformed Presbyterian Church, 
General Synod, a plan for the union of the 
two denominations has been agreed upon. 

The plan is in its essence the absorption 
of the smaller denomination by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
but at the same time granting to the Re- 
formed Presbyterian every right of doc- 
trine and worship they now uphold 

The great point of difference between the 
sects, the usage of the Book of Psalms ex- 


’ 


clusively in the song service by the Re- 
formed Presbyterians, is conceded to them 
by the plan of union. 

The plan for the union of the two de- 
nominations was presented at the General 
Synod of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church at Marissa, Ill, Wednesday. | 
Much opposition is based, it is said, upon | 
the disinclination of the laymen to drop 
the name of the historic church which has 
contributed so much to American history. 

Within 24 hours after the general synod 
met at Marissa the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church was called to or- 
der at Buffalo, N. Y. The Presbyterians 
are wnderstood to be heartily’ in favor of 
the union, and it is expected that the plan 
will meet with little or no opposition in 
that body... Rev. W. H. Roberts, D. D., 
who is the stated clerk of the general as- 
sembly and one of the strongest advocates 


of the union, said: 

“I think that the unfon ought to be ac- 
complished. it is highly desirable to have 

a national Presbyterian Church to contain 
all bodies of Presbyterians. There are 
‘now ten different Presbyterian denomina- 
tions in thes country, where there ought to 
be but one.

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THE WOODWARD WITHDRAWAL. 

The committee of eminent lawyers composed of Adrian 
H. Joline, William B. Hornblower and De Lancey Nicoll, 
to whom was referred the question of eligibility of national 
bank directors to the office of presidential elector in New 
York, decided that their eligibility was in such grave 
doubt that it would be unwise to incur the risk 
incident to the existence of such a question. The fact 
that “directors of national banks are required by the United 
States statutes to take an oath and that the banks may 
be made depositories of public moneys or financial agents of

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A PLEA FOR SOCIABILITY. 

Mr. John D. Rockefeller, who is himself one of the most 
sociable men on earth, answering almost perfectly to Aris- 
totle’s definition of man—‘“a social animal”—begs the 
churches to be more sociable. He tells how his wife “went 
to church for 18 years and not a soul had a word to say 
to her.” This, he very truly thinks, does not indicate a 
proper social spirit. 

But speaking to one another does not comprise the 
whole of sociability. It is sometimes a lure to draw one’s 
fellow man into a most unsociable predicament. It 
written that Joab, the King’s captain, one day met Amaasa, 
who had assemhled the men of Judah, and said to him: 
“Art thou in health, my brother?” And Joab took Amasa 
by the beard, with the right hand, to kiss him. Sut 
Amasa took no need to the sword that was in Joab’s hand; 
so he smote him therewith in the fifth mb; and he died. 

If speaking politely to his fellow man is the criterion, 
Joab was a model of sociability. But the man who, like 
Amasa, hearing the fair word, takes no heed of the sword 
in his friend’s hand, sometimes comes to grief. 

Men who “get on” in the world by good words and evil 
deeds. like Joab and some modern heroes of success. cannot 
hope to get credit for sociability, Mr. Rockefeller’s plea 
for the social spirit is timely and much needed, but the 
leeson loses much of its force by limiting its manifestations 
to pleasant greetings among churchgoers and courteous sal- 
utations in the market place.

ROMB, May 21.—The commission appointed to 
supervise the music in the churches of the diocese 
of Rome is hard at work examining all the numer- 
ous compositions which are submitted as comply- 
ing with the wishes of the Pope. Each of the pleces 
approved is marked with a special] seal, which is to 
be reproduced in all subsequent editions, and with- 
out which no composition is to be used in any of 
the Roman churches. 

Much gratification is felt in the Vatican atthe 
prompt attention given by the United States heir- 
archy to the papal decree, and, although it is ad- 
mitted that the reforms proposed by Pius X cannot 
be introduced in the churches of America in their 
entirety by reason of the different local conditions, 
Pius X has several times pointed out the prompt 
obedience of the American bishops as an example 
to be followed by other dioceses in Europe 


Since the first performance of purely Gregorian 
music in St. Peter’s the success of the proposed re- 
form has received a slight setback. The Pope has 
been informed that owing to the immensity of the 
church only those in the immediate vicinity of the 
papal altar could hear the singing, notwithstanding 
the great number of the choristers, and many are 
the “mote d@esprit’’ exchanged by the Romens 
over the dryness of the Gregorian dhant. 

The hotel keepers of Rome have also raised their 
voices in protest, fearing that the abolition of the 
old style of music may hurt their Interests, as many 
were the visitors to Rome on special occasions who

Strange People of Yezzo Consider 
Peeking Into Their Tepees the 
Greatest. _Impoliteness. 


If there is one thing that distinguishes 
the hairy Ainus more than their hairiness 
it is their gentleness, Their politeness 
had impressed all who have seen them 
during the month or mdre that they have 
But their gen- 


tleness is gone. 

Their patience suffereth long, as long as 
their hair, but it has been worn to a 
frazzie. The World’s Fair “rubberer” has 
worn it #0. ’ 

The gentie art of “rubbering” has been 
developed at the Fair to a sturdy trade. 
Tt Is plied with a disregard which some- 
times amounts to the sublime. The idea 
prevails that everything at the Fair Is 
there to be looked at, which is true but 
the rules which govern polite Inspection 
of human exhibits are sometimes violated. 

The strange peoples at the Fair, who are 
there to be looked at, have an idea, on the 
other hand, that their habitations are 
meant for refuges where they can once in 
a while get out of the limelight and culti- 
vate family amenities. 

The Ainus pay heed to the propricties. 
While they were quartered at the Indian 
School building they did not mind intru- 
sions so much because they had little pri- 
vacy at best. But they hailed the arrival 
of the materials for their straw house be- 
cause it would enable them, they thought, 
to elude the curious now and then. |. 

In their innocence they thought that the 
Americans, being highly civilized, would not 
transgress on their privacy, for even in the 
island of Yezzo it is the grossest impolite- 
ness to intrude on the familly circle. 

When they bullt their house they left 
square openings for windows, as they do 
on their island home. They had no idea 
that anybody would be so impolite as to 
stond and look {nto their dwelling chrough 
these openings, because in their country 
this Is the most offensive thing that any- 
body can be guilty of. Such is the abhor- 
rence of this kind of Intrusivoness that the 
Ainu householder who sees an huquisitive 
face at the window of hie hut is justified 
by Alnu public opinion ‘in throwing ashes 
into that face. 

But the square openings In the Alnus’ 
house have seemed iike an invitation to

The Indians also-resent anything which 
smacks of intrusion. They usually keep 
their tent flaps lowered. The buck who 
re'gns over one tepee has solved the ques- 
tion by posting a sign which reads: ‘“Ad- 
mission 10 cents."" As for him and his, 
they will get along without privacy as long 
as it pays.

Fire Lighted in the Dwelling After 
the Manner of Heathen 
Worship. 


Subdued politeness was the dominant note 
ef the ceremonies by which the gentile 
Alnus at the World’s Fair dedicated their 
dwelling of straw yesterday afternoon. It 
was the frst ceremony of the kind ever 
conducted In America and was witnessed 
with the greatest Interest by @ limited 
number of invited guests. Chief of these 
were Prof. WJ MoGee, chief of the depart- 
ment of anthropology, and Dr. W. 5. Mc- 
Vowan, his assistant. 

The exercises begun at 2 o'clock with the 
lighting of the cerqnonial fire, in the center 
of the floor of the dwelling, the first Gre to 
be lighted in it. A spark was struck from 
a flint by Sangea, the bear hunter, and the 
dry root of an elm tree was ignited. 

The family treasures, consisting df bows 


and arrows, swords, spears and heirloom 
trinkets, were then hung in the northeast 
corner of the large room of the dweiling, 
which is the sacred corner of every Ainu 
house. A row of small prayer sticks was 
stuck in the ground at the hearth. These 
are willow sticks with bunches of shavings 
at the top. 

The men then went outside and Sangea, 
who performed most of the ceremonies be- 


cause he is the only one In the party who 
is not a Christian, was assist by Yase 
Ove, the youngest man in the village, in 
setting up the nusa, or fence of prayer 
sticks, in front of the house. A dozen 
arge sticks were set up. with one topped 
Jy a bear’s skull in the center. There wes 
a prayer stick for every detty in which 
he unchristianiged Ainu belleves, the fire, 
ground, water and other deities. 
Yase Ose, being the sprightiier of the 
two, climbed to the apex of the roof aud 
fixed two prayer sticks there. Sangea 
kne't before the row of prayer sticks, 
rubbed his hands together, made obeis- 
inces with his hands extended before 
him, palms We and concluded by srroking 
his beard.

IZZLING, flashes of 

lightning will be one of the 

General Electric exhibits at 

the World’s Fair. Accom- 

panied by a report like thun- 

der, the electric flash wiii 

*“break the air’’ apart and jump from one termi- 

nal of a huge switch to the other before the blind- 

ed eyes of the spectator while the neighboriny 

buildings’ will be. illumined to their darkest cor- 

ner. This flash will be exactly the same as a 

flash of aerial lightning that runs in a zigzag path 

along the clouds. After it has passed, the air 

will smell of ozone just as in a severe thunder- 
storm. 

But it will be a lightning flash under control. 
No chance will be given it to run out of a prede- 
termined course and through the floor nor can 
it swerve aside and kill those who have the priv- 
ilege to behold lightning under control, exhibited 
for the first time at an Exposition. 

When it was proposed to exhibit lightning, 
other exhibitors in the immediate vicinity of the 
General Electric section of the Electricity build. 
ing became alarmed and were on the point of lodg- 
ing a protest against such a wanton trifling, with 
the safety of their exhibits until it was explained 
to them that the flash would be carefully safe- 
guarded, and that no possible damage could be 
done. Cases are on record where this experjmect 
was tried with a current of too great strength 
without proper precautions, and the results were 
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disastrous to both the experimenter and the build- 
ing in which the experiment was tried. 

After the air has been once split apart by the 
flash the atmosphere becomes a conductor and the 
current is apt to go surging back and forth 
through the air to melt down the terminals of 
the switches into a copper rain. 


| \ THE ordinary incandescent lamp of 16-candle power 

the current is usually between 115 and 120 volts. This 

current can be carried safely along insulated wires 
1-16 inch in diameter. If the wire is insulated another 
wire can be placed alongside the one carrying the lamp 
current, without danger. Multiply the yoltage of the elec- 
tric lamp circuit by 500 and no insulation ever constructed 
would be able to stand against the current seeking an 
escape from the wire to the ground. The only safe in- 
sulator in such cases is the air, and even then, if the air 
is once pierced by the current it too becomes a conductor 
of electricity and the current is able to force its way to the 
ground. 

The current for the artificial lightning flash will be raised 
by special transformers to 60,000 or 80.000 volts. With 
proper apparatus this would give a flash of 10, 50 or a 
hundred feet, according to the way in which it was manip- 
ulated. 

As the space assigned for the exhibit in whiich this 
flash is to be displayed is filled with valuable metal ap- 
paratus, as are the spaces immediately adjoining, it may 
be decided to have the exhibit out of doors, in which case 
passengers on the boats of the lagoon may be astounded by 
a flash of lightening traveling over their heads in a seeth- 
ing pave of blue flame, accompanied by a roar of thunder 
whith will reverberate between the buildings. 


If it is to be performed out of doors, some modifications 
will be necessary in the apparatus now under construc- 
tion. A pole switch as ordinarily designed is made of drv. 
seasoned wooden poles from 10 to 20 feet long. Through 
these poles run the wires carrying the high voltage cur- 
rent. 

This sort of switch is usually operated with a rope, and 
the one who breaks the current stfinds at a distance to 
avoid possible accidents. He does not look at the flash, 
but turns his head aside and pulls the cord that releases 


the switch. 

When the poles of a switch carrying a heavy commer- 
cial current tly apart, the flash makes an are of living flame 
10 or 20 fect in radius. The noise of the discharge is such 
that when the first break was made in one of the eastern 
high-tension stations, the policeman on the power house 
beat ran to the fire alarm box and pulled the hook, think- 
ing an explosion had occurred. 

The current for this startling electrical display will be 
generated by the station in Machinery Hall, where four 
electric generators are turning the mechanical energy of 
steam into electrical energy night and day. These ma 
chines produce electricity at a potential of 6600 volts. 

Such a current would have disastrous effects on every- 
thing about the place where the lightning flash was tried 
It is not high enough in voltage and at the same time it 
is too powerful. If it were suddenly broken in the air 
the effect on everything about would be equivalent to the 
liberation of 16,000-horse power in dynamite. , 

Contrary to popular belief, the strength of an electric 
current and the amount of useful work it can do depends 
not on the voltage but on the number of amperes. A cur- 
rent of high amperage and low voltage has many times the 
destructive force of a current whose amperage is low and 


the voltage high.

Starting with a current of high amperage and low volt- 
age it is possible to transform it into a current of whatever 
voltage is required. The transformer is‘a piece of ap- 
paratus absolutely without spectacular features. It ecn- 
sists of two coils of wire wound within a black shell. The 
coils are securely insulated from each other. 

To transform a current of low voltage to a higher one. 
the current is led into the transformer through a heavy 
wire that has only a few turns. This wire is wound ‘n 
a spiral alongside a *«maller wire of many more turns 
These wires do not touch each other, and the second wire 
has no current ‘lowing through it until the current flows 
through the larger one. 

It has been found that when a wire carrying a current 
is wound around another spiral not carrying a current, the 
second wire takes up the current in the first and transforma 
it to a higher or lower voltage, the number of turns of wire 
determining whether the resulting current is higher or 
lower. 

To get a current for the artificial lightning flash from 
that supplied by the 16,000-horse power plant depends only 
on the transformer. The current leaves the poles of the 
generators with a strength of nearly 200 amperes and a 
voltage of 6600, For the artificial lightning experiments 
one ampere of current will be started through the trans- 
formers at 6600 volts. From ene transformer to another 
it goes. until the original one ampere is reduced to one- 
tenth of an ampere or less and the voltage is raised from 
6600 to 66,000 or 80,000, the limit being the capacity of 
the transformer and the voltage desired for the experiment 
Then the current is taken to the switch, where the flash 
is to be made. and as long as the two poles of the switch 
are kept in contact the current flows quietly through the 
switch and back to the transformer through the secon! 
wire of the last transformer coil. 

It has been suggested that the switch be set up on one 
side of the lagoon and the flash pulled across the water 
This has an advantage, in that moist air will carry a cur- 
rent much more readily than dry, and the atmosphere 
ever a body of water is more highly charged with mo’st

When the poles of the switch are pulled apart slowly, as 
they will be in this experiment, to give the spectator the 
full effeet of the flash, the arc will rise in a bow, appear- 
ing as if festooned with light blue electric flame gauze. 

One of the poles will be stationary, and near this the 
most beautiful part of the display will be seen. The fes- 
toons here will be a sheet of blue fire several feet high, 
depending on the distance the arc is drawn. The festoons 
are separated by slight spaces where the electricity is so 
feeble that it seems to die away, but photographs that 
have been taken of the flash show that it is really contin- 
uous and that the break effect is because of the contrast 
in brightness. 

This experiment is without limit and no one has ever 
seen it ata maximum. The space over which the arc may 
be drawn depends only on the manipulation and construe- 
tior of the apparatus. Poles could be erected 100 feet high 
and the are be drawn out with them as a radius. It is a 
peculiarity of electrical experiments that those conducted 
on a large scale often present features that the small 
scale tests did not foreshadow and if this experiment is 
pushed to the limit, a new field of electrical phenomena 
may be opened to future investigators. 

Nothing on so large a scale has even been attempted be- 
fore and those who witness the breaking of this 60,000 to 
80,000 volt current will have an ¢xperience that few elec- 
tric engineers have ever gone through.

It was in one of these grewsome habitations that we final'y 
found refuge from the snowstorm, and jus: in time, too, 
for our horses were utterly exhausted and could not have 
held out to reach Karac. We built a fire of a few fayots 
and made ourselves as comfortable as possible, resuming 
our journey in the morning. This led us through the 
remarkable canyon that separates Edom from Moab, a can- 
yon that looks like a great, narrow fissure between the 
mountains. 

It was at this stage of the journey that I learned that 
two of my Bedouin, guides were outlaws, one being an 
escaped convict. My interpreter chanced to overhear them 
conversing when they thought no one was near, and their 
talk proved that they were brigands. On more than 
one occasion travelers have been led into a robber ambush 
by such guides, stripped of all they possessed and left to 
make their way to a town as best they could, thankful 
that they escaped with their lives, I dealt firmly with 
these two guides, dismissing them at once, and, luckily, 
they happened to be in no position to retaliate. 

We had now come within sight of Mount Hor, on the 
topmost peak of which, 4800 feet above the level of the 
Mediterranean, is buried the body of Aaron, the brother 
of Moses, one of the spots connected with the wanderings 
of the Israelites which admits of no reasonable doubt. 
Close beneath it on its eastern side is the mysterious city 
of Petra, the metropolis of the Arabs, mentioned by Jose- 
plus and visited by the Grusaders as one of the sacred 
spots of the Holy Land. But the tomb of Aaron is now 
a Moslem shrine, surmounted by a moaque and fanatically 
guarded by a Bedouin tribe against Christian visits. “o 
iar as I know, less than half a dozen Christians bave seen 
Aaron's tomb since it padsed into the possession of the 


ov foot. There is no guard on duty at the mosque itself, 
so, unless by some chance we were seen from the Badouly 
village below, we were reasonably safe. But as surély a- 
we were seen, so surcly would the Moslem fanatics rus‘ 
up the mountain side to attack us, in which event blood 
shed wis absolutely certain. 

The mosque beneath which is the tomb of Aaron is « 
small, square -buildingy measuring, according to reporte! 
measurements, 28 by 33 feet inside, with its door in th 
southwest angle. Steps lead to its flat roof, from which 
rises a white dome. The interior of the chapel consists of 
two chambers, one below the other, the upper having four 
large pillars and a stone chest, at the head of which is a 
round stone, on which the Moslems make blood sacrifices. 
The marks of sthoke and blood were visible on this stone. 

But seeing the Mohammedan mosque was not seeing the 
tomb of Aaron, and it was here that my venturesome guide 
rendered splendid service. He opened the door leading 
to the lower chamber, cut in the solid rock, in which was 
the tomb of Aaron, We went down into this sacred cham- 
ber. I have no doubt that this, in the eyes of the Bedouins 
on the mountain side below us, was a sacrilege which mer- 
ited death—nor that they would have slain us if they 
had know what we were about. 

The lower chamber is in the rock, but plastered over. It 
is perfectly dark. At one end, and, it is said, directly 
under the stone of sacrifice in the upper chamber, is a 
recess guarded by a grating. Within this is a rude protub- 
erance whifth rests on wood and is covered by a pall, This 
pretuberance marks the place cut in the solid rock as a 
receptacle for the body of Aaron—the tomb into which his 
brother Moses, placed his body following the death on 
Mount Hor, as commanded by God. It is believed that 
Aaron’s death took place in the small basin between the 
two peals of the mountain. We had carried lights with 
us into the forbidden place, and to me the spectacle was

They are two wheeled, as trials proved that
